We  chose  Phil  Salyer 
as  our  leader  for  this  year.  Some  of  our  boys  have  started  playing  varsity  sports,  and 
Bonnie  and  Dale  are  serving  as  cheerleaders. 

1953- 1954  Dear  Diary 

Mr.  Gibson,  Mr.  Farnsworth,  Mr.  Painter,  and  Mrs.  Dodson  are  new  members  of 
our  faculty.  In  football,  our  ’Cats  now  have  a 6-3-1  record.  Esther,  Connie,  and  Vir- 
ginia have  joined  the  cheerleading  squad.  Bettie  Sue,  Joanna,  Nora,  and  Phil  became 
Betas.  Our  Bobcat  basketball  team  went  to  the  District  Tournament.  We  eagerly  be- 
gan whispering  of  prom  plans.  We  worked  in  secrecy  for  months  on  the  best  of  all 
prcms,  “April  in  Paris.”  The  shops,  the  cafes,  the  Eiffel  Tower,  and  the  Arch  of 
Triumph  were  beautiful;  and  the  evening  became  one  of  our  most  joyful  memories. 
Raymond  led  us  through  our  happy  Junior  year.

We  have  cheered  until  we  are  hoarse  as  our  football  team  under  King 
and  Quesenberry  made  an  almost  perfect  record  of  nine  wins,  no  losses,  and  one  tie. 
Dale  and  Whit  reigned  as  Queen  and  King  of  our  Homecoming  festivities.  The  White 
Christmas  program  has  given  us  a warm  feeling,  and  the  Christmas  Pageant  with 
Minnie  Dean  and  James  Miles  as  Mary  and  Joseph  was  inspiring.  Our  classmates  are 
reaping  many  honors:  Bill  Franklin,  Charles  Duncan,  and  Danny  Gilbert  attended  All- 
State  Band;  Connie  Wilson,  All-State  Chorus;  and  Joanna  Hackman  won  honorable 
mention  in  the  Westinghouse  Science  Talent  Search.

We  have  read  from  our  diary  the  events  that  have  meant  so  much  to  us  during  our  high 
school  days.  And  now,  let  us  pretend  that  the  year  is  1965,  and  that  we  are  reading  again  from 
these  memory-filled  pages: 


Dear  Diary 

I have  just  returned  from  an  exciting  tour  of  the  world,  and  have  seen  so  many  of  my 
former  classmates,  I can  hardly  wait  to  tell  you  about  it.
